BLOOD TRANSFUSION FAILS

Washington, Feb. 20.— Rear-Ad- 


miral Robert Edwin Peary, retired 
Arc'tic explorer .and discovered otf 
the north pole, died at his home here 
today of pternicious anemia, from 
which he had suffered for several 
years. He wall be buried with full 
jiav.-il honors. 


Admiral Peary sulnmitted- to a 


blood transfusion at a hospital here 
ten days ago. He later was removed 
to his home and his condition then 
wiis reported as somewhat improv- 
ed. He gradually grew weaker, how-
